Cleveland, Ju ly 2ft.—T hat the pres­ 
ence of a strong force of m ilitia now do­ 
ing service in this city has already had 
tho most salutary effect upon the law ­ 
less element is evidenced by the fact th at 
obstructions placed upon the tracks of 
the Big Consolidated Street C ar lines 
during Tuesday night were found to he 
fewer than a t any tim e since the present 
strike was inaugurated. 
Cars of four 
of the m ost im portant lines of the Big 
Consolidated 
system 
were operated 
throughout the night. Early this m orn­ 
ing practically a full quota of cars were 
running on all of the lines, except the 
Abbey, Union and Clark avenues. 
It is however, a notably 
fact that 
most of the cars are either em pty or 
carried only a few passengers, even dur­ 
ing the early hours of the day when 
traffic is usually the heaviest. 
E ither 
through fear of violence or out of sym ­ 
pathy for the strikers, a very large pro­ 
portion of the people declined, under 
the present conditions to ride on the 
lines, and in m ost cases w alked m any 
blocks in order to reach the cars of the 
other consolidated company w hich is 
not involved in the strik a 
About 1800 troops are now acting in 
cooperation w ith the regular police force 
of the city, under the direction of the 
m ayor and com m and of the head of the 
m ilitary power of the state. 
This force 
was much augm ented during the day 
by the arrival of several 'additional com­ 
panies of soldiers from outside points. 
The m ajority of th* soldiers now on 
duty served throughout the Spanish- 
Am erican war. 
W ith such a force at 
his command. Mayor Farley believes 
he is a position to prom ptly suppress 
any further rioting. 
President Everett, of the Big Consol­ 
idated company, announces th a t he will 
take hack ISO of the old men, provided 
they apply individually. 
He adds that 
it is possible this num ber m ay be in­ 
creased as vacancies occur, as the result 
of the “ weeding ou t” process to take 
place among the new men employed 
since the strike began. 
The strike leaders still insist that 
every man m ust be taken hack and 
above all, the union m ust be recognized 
by the company. 
They claim 
their 
ranks will rem ain practically unbroken 
and th at they are in a position to hold 
out indefinitely. 
The Big Consolidated 
company is losing money to the extent 
of many thousand dollars per day, and 
sooner or later will concede to the de­ 
mands of the strikers.
